Also, the West line of the Sh , SW%, NE% was flagged and the adjustment 
was 5 paces east in 125.5 paces north. This corner had been established 
by Bob Vollmer in a survey done several years ago in which Bill Hahn 
was involved and an 8" SUM tree had been used to post a state forest 
boundary sign. This SUM tree was almost exactly the same adjustment 
as the stone had been^fr om the Anderson Road so I believe the SUM to 
be accurate in location fin' p portion). There is a solid metal pine 
that is in the general location of the SUM tree. It is of unknown 
origin.' Also, a SFP was found (old) along the state line to the west 
from the SUM corner but seemed to be on the state from the compass 
line I flagged. This SFP was about 20 paces West of the SUM tree. 

There may be an encroachment along this line as some trees harvested 
by the adjacent landowner in 1986-1987 were across the compass line 
but until the line is adjusted that remain^ to b^ verified.

On January 4, 1989 I painted in the following lines: The W lines of 
the NW^, SE^ and the Sh, SW^j, NE%, of Sec. 20. Boundary signs were 
placed about every 250 feet along the line. Also, the S line of the 
N hr SENW% was flagged and a stone was found at the SW corner by 
an old fenceline that ran N-S. The stone was not set in the ground 
but appears to be in the right spot. No adjustment was needed in 
the compass line so it appears that some of the treed along this line 
may have been removed by Ledgerwood Logging during the adjacent land- 
owners timber harvesting. When the line is to be painted ivy, these

distances & bearings from stone to reference mark consisting of 2 
1+3/4" nails with pink flagging at base of ref. tree. All ref. trees 
are east of old woven & barb wire fence that heads in a N-S direction 
A 5.5" dogwood with barbwire fencing is 1' West of the stone and had 
an old orange flagging on the wire as well as old orange boundary pt. 
Approximately 8 paces north of the stone is an orange line that the 
loggers for the adjacent landowner used for their boundary line. The 
stone was found leaning with the " + " 1 pointing south. 


Also, the S line of the N%, SE^a, NW% was painted in and plastic boun¬ 
dary signs were placed at roughly every 4-6 chains. An old metal 
boundary sign was placed in the bottom at approximately 110 paces 
west of the SUM/SFP corner. Also, a new metal boundary sign was place 
on this line at approx. 10.5 & 200 paces west of the SUM/SFP corner. 
Five hardwood trees were found to have been cut by the Ledgerwood 
Loggers and 1 tree was cut along the line. An encroachment report 
will be filed January 6. Two of the trees cut over the line appeared 
to have been veneer WHO's. The metal boundary sign placed at the 
200 pace mark west of the SUM/SFP was 8' east of the streambed and 
was placed on a 4" Blue Beech that had had orange paint on it once 
before. The SUM/SFP and the Stone \ mile west had been surveyed to 
by Bob Vollmer before (Bill Hahn conversation, 1/5/89)

On January 12, 1989 I flagged the following lines: W lines cf the N%, SE%, 

NW^, and the NE%, NW%; and the N line of the NW^, NWV, all in Sec. 20. The 
lines were put in with a l e West declineation compass and adjustments were: 

West line - Adj. 3.75 paces West in 358.5 paces south; N line - Adjust 10 paces 
South in 244.5 paces east. The NE corner of the NW%, NW%, Sec. 20 appeared to 
be an old brace wooden post that had wire heading fran it N, W, & S directions. 
This old brace post was laying on the ground and evidently had been used to 
mark boundaries before with the adjacent landowner, Mr. Demshar, as timber 
had been cut up to the old fence that ran W and S from this corner. An obvious 
treeline was existent along both lines; 
wood stand to the south.
